Continuation of 13. Other: The proposed Amendments to claim 6 concerning the check valve being accomodated in an inner surface of 
the fuel filter inlet and there being an O-ring on a downstream side of the check valve would raise new issues. 

With regard to arguments concerning rejection of claim 1 and other claims over Boutwell, the Boutwell fuel filter is considered to be 
"downstream" of the fuel pump, since some portion of the recirculated flow passes again through the filter after passing through the fuel 
pump. Argument directed to whether the Boutwell filter eliminates contaminants from the fuel discharged from the pump do not address 
any structural feature. . 
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
